Dismayed by 
French Action 


State Dep't Hopes 
Mendes-France Can 
Reverse Decision 


WASHINGTON (UP) 
American 
diplomatic officials were dismayed 
today over the French National As­ 
sembly’s rejection of the Western 
European Defense Union and Ger­ 
man rearmament. 


The State Department planned 
no formal comment until it receiv­ 
ed further detail* of the assembly’s 
action. 
But it was known the d e­ 
partment held high hopes that P re­ 
mier Pierre Mondos France could 
save the situation in the series of 
confidence votes to begin Monday. 
The department had hanked heav­ 
i l y on French approval of the F’uro- 
I bean defense plans, and there had 
I been little discussion recently of 
alternatives if the plans failed.

A rule of thumb is to relate size

“ Bold, forceful patterns need a 
larger box or package to show off 
their beauty,” she said. “ Similarly, 
a diminutive gift — that diamond 
bracelet, for example—will look its 
finest wnh a small design wrap.” 
Here, briefly are her tried-and- 
true procedures for wrapping gifts 
of the most frequently encounter­ 
ed shapes: 
Round Ones Hardest 
Rectangular 
Place paper design 
down and center gift. Trim width 
to allow overlap of about one half 
inch along back. 
Trim length to 
provide extension that is slightly 
more than half the depth of pack 
age Fasten paper along back with 
cellulose tape. Fold down ends p re­ 
cisely and tape. 
Circular—Cut band of gift wrap 
as long as the circumference of 
package, with overlap of one-half 
inch 
Band should exceed depth of 
package by one half inch at top 
and bottom 
Tape band to pack 
age. Neatly pleat excess at top and 
bottom Cut two circles the size of 
package, dam p with paste and a t­ 
tach to top and bottom 
Difficult — Irregularly • shaped 
gifts without boxes frequently can 
be wrapped effectively, by using 
“ free form’’ 
technique. 
Simply 
center gift on full sheet of gift p a ­ 
per and bring edges to the top. 
where they are hunched and tied 
with ribbon. 
For an added touch, 
cut edges to form irregular points.

Each day thereafter, as the sun 
rose higher in its course, they knew 
that another summer with its fruit 
mg season was approaching.

"unconquerable sun" was return 
mg. 
Festival times at season of the 
winter solstice were observed in 
the British Isles, in the Scandinavi­ 
an countries, in Persia, in Germany, 
in France, in Italy and in various 
other countries before the advent 
of Christianity.

marked by feasts, singing of carols, 
giving of gifts, and general jollity, 
somewhat paralleling present prac­ 
tices.

the world.

A genial old gentlem an will be 
seen often during th e ne}.? 
few 
days. 
Children will cluster about 
him with mingled feelings of awe, 
adm iration, wonder and hope. Old 
ster.s will look and feel a nostalgic 
tug at their emotions as another 
Santa Claus is added to those they 
rem em b er from past years 
Few, 
however, will pause to recall the 
long and interesting story of the 
ch a racter represented 
The chubby, ruddy laced and be­ 
whiskered one that we call Santa 
is older than the n am e he now 
bears, much older 
P arlier c h a r­ 
acter prototypes 
of the present 
kindly gentlem en seen at n u m b er­ 
less places over southern Illinois 
and practically all over the world 
were perform ing m any of the sam e 
functions in pagan celebrations cen­ 
turies before the coming of Christ. 
O ur observance of C hristm as and 
ou r use of a Santa Claus in many 
ways resem ble the early pagan cel­ 
ebrations held at the w inter sol­ 
stice 
In fact, they have so much 
in common that it all could not 
be accidental. 
T hese pagan cele 
brations cam e at the time when 
the sun paused in its southward 
journey and began lo rise higher 
in the sky each day. To the pagans 
it presaged a new life, arui they 
celebrated ii accordingly 
M ythical Patrons 
On D ecem ber 21 st of each year, 
ancient G reece held its Bacchanal 
la. a tim e of feasting, drinking and 
revelry, presided over by their god 
of m errim ent 
Scandinavians cele­ 
brated in a somewhat sim ilar m an ­ 
ner, under the blessings of one of 
their m ajor gods. the mighty Thor 
T he people of Italy observed the 
S aturnalia, with Saturn as their 
saint. 
In all these and in sim ilar 
o bservances held elsewhere, a com ­ 
mon elem ent of kindness or good 
will prevailed. 
In c a th land the people had a 
mythical patron who presided over 
the celebration 
It was not until 
the advent 
of Christianity 
and 
C h r i s t m a s , however, that an bis 
to n e individual, Saint Nicholas of 
Myra, becam e perm anently asso­ 
ciated with the annual observance. 
Much of the established d ata as 
well as the legends associated with 
Saint Nicholas were gathered by 
Angelo Fanelli, 
a retired 
Wall 
Street businessm an. 
It is largely 
through tho work that Fanelli did 
that a connected account oi the 
sain t’s life was developed. 
Some 
of the facts set down by Fanelli, 
with bits of legend mingled, give 
us a glimpse of the patron saint 
of Christm as. 
Born in 270 A. D. 
Nicholas was born about the year 
270 A. I) 
in the city of T aeora. 
province of Lycia in Asia Minor. 
His parents were m em bers of the 
Christian group that nad existed 
there since the tim e when the Apos­ 
tle Paul had 
visited the region 
som e 200 years before. The father 
of Nicholas v,;;- a prosperous m e r­ 
chant ami left his son a consider 
able legacy. 
Nicholas early becam e a devout 
ch urchm an 
Coppled with the dalu 
establishing this fact th e r e is much 
of legend. 
It is said, for instance, 
that Nicholas rose ami stood alone 
in the howl of w ater at his natal 
bath. 
Illustrations based on this 
legend som etim es ap p ear on C h r i s t ­ 
m as c a r d s Another tradition sta te s 
that Nicholas, even before he talk­ 
ed, would not take food on Wed 
nesday, then the fast day for C hris­ 
tians.

On a sea voyage he still 
cd great sto rm s'a n d tho* becam e 
the patron saint of sailors Legend 
has it that children g athered and 
trudged with him along the dusty 
roads. He becam e the patron saint 
of children arid of schoolboys. Sta 
tut*s still exist com m em orating the 
boy bishops that once were se­ 
lected in some of the old schools 
of England 
He was also the patron 
saint 
of butchers 
and in some 
places 
they paid 
funds to the 
church in his nam e.
